V. Ramaswamy, 
Deputy Minister for Railways, Shri M V, Krishnappa, Deputy Minister 
tof Food and Shri B. Malik, Commissioner for Linguistic Minorities 
were present by Special invitation. 

& In his inaugural address (Appendix), the Chairman referred 
great services rendered to the country by the late Shri Govmd 
^Jftmfck the previous Chairman of the Council* Before taking 
*» -y-^flNfe? - ** *% <?waeri paid homage to his memory. 
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The Chairman referred to the very heavy floods which had occurred 
in most of the States in the Southern Zone. He appreciated that 
the State Governments had tackled the problem efficiently and effec- 
tively and had given relief to the affected people He added that the 
Union Irrigation and Power Ministry had also given necessary help 
and assistance. The Chairman was glad to find that detailed plans 
which wouid provide among other things for an increase in the level 
of the Mettur dam and for the construction of a dam at Hogenekal 
and other places upstream were under consideration He also referred 
to the question of sharing of waters of the Krishna and Godavan 
basins, which was under consideration before the Gulhati Commission. 
He hoped thac taz Co nmission woald evolve a practical and accep- 
table solution for the lull utilisation of the waters oi the Godavan and 
Krishna for the maximum benefit of the country. 

The Chairman hoped that Mysore and Madras Governments 
would arrive at a settlement on tne question oi the Cauvery basin 
so that the river basin as a w.uie wo aid get tne maxim xm benefit 
subject to the protection or recognition ol existing or accrued rights. 

The Chairman was happy to note the progress made m the develop- 
ment schemes, particularly the Periyai river valley scheme of the 
Kerala Government, the Parambikuiam Pioject ot the Madras Gover- 
nment and tne Sharavathy project in Mysore. 

Expressing satisfaction at the finahsation of the scheme for a 
Common Police Reserve Jb orce and its adoption by all the States of 
the Zone, the Chanman stated that the force would be veiy useful 
not only during an emergency but also tor special drives against 
crimes, etc 

He congratulated the Chief Ministers of Madras and Andhra 
Pradesh and their colleagues on tne amicable settlement of the 
various pendmg issues which had ausen out of the sepaiation of 
Andhra m 1953. 

The Chairman felt that most of the problems of the day were 
due to the general economic condition of the country and th it such 
problems would vanish if the ills oi poverty ttl ia unemployment were 
tackled successiuly* Stressing the lmpoiuuv.^ of the development 
of industries m this context, he reierrcu go u*e inauguration of the 
systematic mining ol Neyveh Lignite and to the progress in variom, 
other new enterprises, such as a new aluminium plant, a raw film 
factory at Ootacamund, a telepunter factory at Guindy and the 
Machine Tool factory at Jaiahaiu. 

The Chairman slated that the Chief Ministers' Conference had 
dealt carefully with the impediments causing dissatisfaction to lin*- 
guistic mmonties. The Conference had endorsed, with minor varia- 
tions, the decisions ot the Southern Zonal Council on this question* 
It was nnportant to implement the pioposal ot the Conference, a few 
concrete seeps m that direction being more valuable than mere 
acceptance $»i all the principles. 

The Uganda was then taken up. 
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Item 1 : Southern Power Gfad — Inter -State links between Mysore. 
Madras, Kerala and Andhra Pradesh. 

3. Shri Jaisukhlal Hatha, Union Deputy Minister, Irrigation 
and Power, stated that the erection of inter-State transmission lme 
between Mysore and Madras would leduce the total standbys m 
Madras and Mysore by about 1,00,000 K. W , so that at a cost of 
abouc Ks. 1,000 per K.VV , extra power whicn worked out to about 
Us. 10 crores would be generated without any extra powei plant. 
Partner, the transmission lme wou.d iacilitate transfer of power m 
peak hours wnen it was not required in one State Theie would also 
oe surplus power when the reservoirs were full during the monsoon 
seasons, 

Referring to the reduction made by the Planning Commission 
in the allotment ot iunds tor the Miaravathy Project, bnri Jaisukhlal 
Hathi stated that R&. 40 lakhs required tor inter-btate transmission 
line was an insignificant amount m comparison to the estimated total 
cost ot Ks. 62 crores of the project. Any extra amount required could 
be found m the Fourth Plan. He, therefore, commended the plan 
lor the erection ot an inter-State transmission line which would bung 
in a return ot Hs. 10 crores by way of one lakh K.W. of power extra 
for an investment ot Kb. 30 to 40 lakhs 

The Chief Minister, Mysore, referred to the financial difficulties 
of his btate and stated thac n the Planning Commission would give 
additional tunds, the state Government would eiect tiie transmission 
line* Snn Chennabasappa (Minister, Mysore) explained that stand 
by machines xn Mysore were alieady fully worked so tnat erection of 
tne inter-btate transmission line would not really result m fc ny saving 
by way ot reduction m standbys. 

Shri Hathi pointed out that the first year's expenditure on the 
erection ot the inter-btate transmission line would be its. «* lakhs only. 
Ihe Chiet Minister ol Mysore stated that once the work was started 
it wuuid have tu be completed which meant a total expenditure ox 
Us. 40 lakhs He apprenended that sucn an airangement would 
deLay the bhaiavatny project. A ne Chairman stated ihat uictny 
even c tne Sharavatny project w^uld not he delayed, lie added that 
he had been assured oy omi JNan, Member, Central Water and Powe^ 
Commission, that aoout j&s. *J laiuis requued for ihe current yeai's 
expendituie on the election ot the intei-fctate transmission lme could 
be made available by the Mysore btate iileetricity Boaid. 

Action — Government of Mysore — After some discussion* it was 
agreed tnat the niter-State transmission line would be erected and 
tnat efforts would be made tj make the funds available for the nr&t 
ye«a*s expenduuie. It was, however, noted that no difficulty Was 
anticipated in xegard to tne next year's expenditure on this 
projece* 

Action ,—S. Z C, Secretariat .—The Chief Minister, Andhra 
Pradesh, suggested tnat instead ot connecting Cuddapah with Banga- 
lore (100 nines) i*nd Madras (150 miles) independently, it would be 
£&*&$& to connect Cuddapah to Singarapet. Xne Member, Central 
md JfcWei Commission, stated tnat the proposal to connect 
"^WtWWjw was mads from a long term #oint ot view, a& 
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a 400 K. V Ime would be lequired between. Cuddapah and Madras 
when the Sris^ilam project came into operation. The alternative, 
suggested by the Chief Minister, Andhra Pradesh, would, however, 
be studied before a final decision was taken 

Item 2 Restriction on Railway movements on broad-gauge in the 
State and repercussions on movement of essential supplies for 
industrial purposes 

4. The Chief Minister of Mysore stated that transshipment al* 
Bangalore City Railway Station had always presented a senou 
problem and there was an urgent need for developing Yeshwantpur 
Railway Station as a broadgauge-meter gauge transshipment Sta- 
tion to ieheve congestion at the Bangalore City Railway Station and 
to eliminate delays and inconvenience now experienced m maintain- 
ing essential supplies and movement of goods between this important 
centre and adjacent States. 

Shri S V Ramaswarny, Union Deputy Minister, Railways, explain- 
ed that there was already a marshalling yard at Yeshwantpur and 
a scheme for having a transshipment yard at Bayappanahani at an 
estimated cost of Rs 45 lakhs was under examination before the Gov- 
ernment He added that if a transshipment yard at Bangalore also 
was to be constructed, it would double the expenditure and, therefore, 
the Union Government was considering the question of having a meter 
gauge line leading from Yeshwantpur to Bayappanahalli If there 
was a necessity to have a broadgauge line also, the Union Government 
would consider that question as well. He further stated that there 
was no scope for increasing transhipment capacity at Bangalore City 
the area being space-bound. 

Item 3 . (i) Difficult position of coal supplies m southern states dice to 
short supplies of railway wagons, and 

Item 4 . arrangements to expedite supplies of coal and coke, etc , and 
strengthening line capacity between Calcutta and Madras, etc. 

5. Shri S. V Ramaswarny, Union Deputy Minister, Railways 
stated that the figures of quotas fixed for the movement of coal and tne 
actual movement had snown that the shortage was not far short of tne 
ceilings fixed for movement of coal to the South He added that wnile 
the quota for movement-ma., Waitair was 40 wagons per day, tue 
actual daily movement between January to July 1961, nad been <*4 
As against the quota of 130 wagons for movement-ma:,, Bezwada and 
Raicnur, tne actual daily movement during tfie same period was Izu 
wagons. He commended the suggestion of tlie Union Ministry oi 
Steel, Mines and Fuel, that the State Governments might construct 
coal dumps at key points for facilitating the building up of stocks oi 
coal JbVom the coal dumps, coal could then be moved over snort 
distances by lorries and, over distances beyond 15 miles, in iour-wneller 
wagons. Jde also explained tnat m older to improve the supplies oi 
coal to all consuming centres including tlxose in tne boutnern &one, tue 
Railways had evolved box-type wagons witn a carrying capacity oi 
5o tons as against the capacity of Mi tons ot tne noimai iour-wheilei 
wagons. Tne use of box-type wagons would maKe it possible to carry 
Wo and a half fraiea toe amouas oJt gq*1 xiow camea by the aorma

four-whellcr wagons. With tho ru liung of block trains of such box 
wagons to coal clumps at important consuming centres, it would be 
possible to improve appreciably the supplies of coals at those places. 
This would also facilitate building oi suiiicient stocks of coal m coal 
dumps at selected key points m tne States. Another important step 
taken by the Union Railway Ministry was the piojected movement 
oi additional million tons ol coal by sea to consumers in. Southern and 
Western India tor wmchnece&saiyeiieccive measures were being taken 
to pat in commission the nacessary lleet oi colliers. He furthei stated 
> that the Department oi 'f ranspoi c in the Uauoii Ministry oi Transport 
and Communications had decided to xnove one million tons oi coal 
by sea, but tne movement had not b^on up to tne target of 30 sailings 
a month on account oi several lactois like shortage at the collieries 
delay in tne movement ojl snips on account oi monsoon conditions, 
excessive silting in tne Hoogiy liver, strike m the Calcutta Port and 
non-avaJabilit} of adequate numbei oi slaps. The Mmistiy oi Trans- 
port and Communications were making eliorts to get moie ships by 
chaitormg loreigu ships, recalling some bhips irom tne Buima Service 
and some irom tne Persian Gull m older lo step up the movement of 
coal to the South. 

He further seated that Madras had suggested that the entoe line 
from Calcutta to Madras should oe doubled m oiUei to iacihtate the 
movement oi coal But there were other limitations and iactors which 
had prevented the Hallways irom going strong with the work of doub- 
ling cue lixie irom Calcutta to Madras. He explained in detail the 
vaaous measures taken to improve the movement ot goods tiafhc, 
including coal, to the Scales m the Southern Zone. The mam move- 
ment oi coal irom tne Bengal and Bihar coal heids and steel and other 
industrial goods irom the steel belt area flowed to the Southern States 
along the east coast line As a result of the works earned out on the east 
coast line during tne Second Plan as well those piogrammed during the 
Third Plan there wouid be efleetive doubling ioi 522 miles, out ol the 
total 1,022 miles oi the trunk route between Madras and Calcutta. 
These doublings had been selected over porcions oi the trunk route 
where traihe nad aheady reached saturation level. As a result of 
these woiks, the flow oi coal to the Southern States would increase 
from a daily intake of 400 wagons each, via., Waltair and Vijaya- 
wada, to 600 wagons. 

The Chief Mmistei, Andhra Pradesh, brought to the notice of the 
Council the difficulties experienced by cement factories located m 
Andhxa Pradesh for lack oi supply oi coal Shri Chhem Lai repre- 
sentative oi the Union Ministry ot Steel, Mines and .Fuel explained 
that apart iiojm allotment oi coal by the Coal Controllei and provision 
ot wagons by the Railway Ministry, the proem ement system iollowed 
by industries also was defective xa a number of ways. Shri Subra- 
xaaiuam, Finance Minister, Madras stated that whatever might be the 
reasons, it would be unioitunate li production m cement factories had 
to be stoped ior lack oi coal Tins would, m its turn, have an impact 
on vital projects on winch huge capital was locked up. The Chairman 
agreed with Shri Subramamam and stated that tneie should be an 

gf and machinery to co-ordinate and keep watch on these matters. 
»*itoe$ ia the way of procurement, allotment or of transport 
m^mm^m^^md^hctm^nti^ Ministries concent Hs 
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suggested that the Union Deputy Minister, Railways, might mvite 
officers of the Mmistery of Steel, Mines and Fuel to discuss and ascer- 
tain the reasons for the short supply of cement and to what extent it 
was due to non-allotment or inadequate allotment of coal 

Action '-Mini? try of Railwoys ond Ministry of steel, Mines and Fuel 
The Deputy Minister stated that there had been some delay in 
acquisition of land for expansion of marshaling facilities, etc The 
Chief Minister, Andhra Pradesh, suggested that if the State Govern- 
ment were informed they could acquire land for the Railways under 
emergency provisions 

Action' — Ministry of Railways. — The Chairman suggested that the 
Union Ministry of Railways might bring the difficulties in this regard 
to the notice of the Chief Ministers of the States direct 

The Union Deputy Minister for Railways added that the com- 
pletion of the second bridge over the Krishna by 1964 would also 
improve the position to a great extent 

Item No. 8 (ii) • — Coal Control— 'Fixation of pool price far coat etc 

6 The Chief Minister, Mysore, pointed out that the higher cost 
of production m factories using coal m the Southern States was due to 
the higher cost of coal m the South than in the North 

The Chairman stated that this question had already been raised 
by Shn Subramaniam at a meeting of the National Development 
Council, The Railway Ministry were seized of this problem Shxi 
C Subramaniam agreed with the Chairman's suggestion that the ques- 
tion of fixation of pool prices for coal should be discussed at th* 
National Development Council meeting He, however, stated that 
merely calculating the cost of <*oal on the basis of distance moved 
was not equitable. There should be a different system of accounting 
even for the purpose of assessing the earning of a particular rail- 
way line* The coal price charged to the line should be the same 
everywhere. He suggested that the proper method would be to pool 
the cost of movement of coal over the entire railways m the country 
m order to fix the cost of *he movement of c^al during the year. He 
added that it would then be possible to find out whether a line was 
economic or uneconomic 

Action : — Ministry of Steel Mines and Fuel — Shn Subramaniam 
suggested that this matter imght be examined and considered further 
by the Union Ministry of R-»ilw^ys The Chairman suggested that it 
would be better if the Union Ministry of Stee^, Mines and Fuel pre- 
pared a note, which could be circulated to members of the Zonal 
Council. 

Action • — Government of Andhra Pradesh, Kerala f Madras and 
Mysore: — After some discussion, the Council agreed to the suggestion 
of the Chairman that the question HF fixation of the poo 1 pnee of 
coal could be pursued further in the National Development Council. 

Item No. 5 : Utilization of the "maters of the "River Godwoari and Krishna 
in Andhra Pradesh for the benefit of the Madras State. 

7. Shri Subramaniam, finance Minister, Madras, stated that 
When the original agreement of 1951 waj$ finalised, Madras was a party 
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because Andhra formed part of Madras and zt was then intended that 
the present Madras area should also jyet some benefit out of the waters 
of Krishna and Godavan. In view of this, Madras Government should 
be sfiven an onportunitv to explain their point of view before the 
Gulhati Commission. Shn D Sanjivayva, Chief Minister, Andhra 
Pradesh* felt that m view of the fact that the Gulhati Commission had 
been appointed, it misfht not be desirable to discuss this subject Shri 
Channabasappa, Home Minister, Mysore, stated that the question of 
diversion of surplus waters of Godavan and Krishna could be examined 
provided there was no utilisation potential in Andhra or Maharashtra 
or Mysore, but as things stoods today, the waters of this basin did not 
meet the needs of the people m that basin. It was not, therefore, 
possible to include Madras as a co-partner m this matter, The Chair- 
man stated that m the terms of reference of the Gulhati Commission, 
there was one item "Report on the feasibility of diverting any surplus 
waters in the Godavan" If the Commission came to the conclusion 
that it was feasible to divert the surplus waters of the Godavan to 
Krishna, naturally Madras could come into the pncture and then they 
should have their say. Shri Channabasappa, Home Minister, Mysore, 
drew alteration to section 22 of the State Reorganisation Act, which 
provided for a joint meeting of different Zonal Councils for considering 
problems affecting more than one Zone The Chairman observed that 
when the report of the Commission would be received by the Central 
Government, the question of holding a joint meeting of the Councils 
would be considered. 

Item No* 6. Diversion of mderfrom the Western water-shed of Western

8, The Chief Minister of Kerala stated that he had been advised 
by the State engineers that there was no surplus water available from 
these rivers which could be diverted to Madras His engineers had told 
him that the water available should be utilised for the development 
of Karala State, He added that these rivers were not mter-State m 
character and therefore, this item shotild be deleted from the agenda.

9* The Union "Denutv Minister for Railways informed the Conner 
that construction of the following three radway lines in the Southern 
Zone had b*en anorovsi m connltition with the Planning 
Commission •- 

(i) Mangalore-Hassan (125 miles) 

(ii) Bangalore-Salem, and (142 miles) 

(in) Manamadurai-Virudhunagar (41 miles) 

He further stated that steps had b*en tak*»n to have the necessary 
surveys carried out at a verv carlv date. He add<*d that when the 
Hassan-Maugalor* line would be taken no, on<* link between Kottur 
and Hanhar of 45 miles would necessarily be included 

The Chief Minister, Kerala, pointed out that in the context of 
national integration it was necessary to construct a new line in each 
State which would promote satisfaction among the public He also 
strongly advocated railway links being established between Kerala 
and Madras by the Trivandrum-Cape-Timnelveli line which would be 
profitable and between Kerala and Mysore by the Ti^licherry Coorg 
Line. 

The Chief Minister, Andhra Pradesh, resetted that no new line 
in Andhra Pradesh had been approved and advocated the modified 
scheme for connecting Kothagudem to Visakhapatnam by construction 
of a link line from Kothagudem-Bhadrachalam to a suitable place 
on the Bailadilla-Kothavalasa line 

Explaining the position m regard to the suggestions of the State 
Governments for other railway lines, the Union Deputy Minister, 
Ra'lwavs, stated that some of the lines suggested were very costly 
and the return would not be profitable 

He informed the Council that the Union Railway Minister had 
announced m Parliament m <5ne of his budget speeches that no line 
would be surveyed unless there/were chances of money being provided 
and that the new Imes showed the promise of being remneurative. 

Action • — Minister of Railways 

After some discussion, the Chairman observed that lines considered 
worth taking up in the Fourth Plan might be surveyed so that during 
the last four years of the Third Plan, data could be collected in 
respect of the new railway lines that might be considered for inclusion 
in the Fourth Plan.

to tnem.Tne officials oi the State Governments m the lowerrungs of 
tne administration did not appreciate correctly the policy oi the dtate 
Government. It should, theriore, be impressed upon tliem that tney 
should deal with the representations of linguistic minorities more 
sympathetically and more quickly* He added that the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh had accepted his suggestion to place the District 
Officer in over-all charge of all matters pertaining to safeguards for 
linguistic minorities at tne district level.

inefficient management of the State Road Transport Corporation m 
Guntur District causing inconvenience to the passengers and creating 
public opinion against Nationalisation; the following causes have 
been adduced* 

(a) Late running and cancellation of services , 

(b) defective mechancial repairs ; 

(c) non-provision of shelters and drinking water at bus stands; 
and 

(d) dearth of drivers and non-recruitment of drivers and con- 
ductors etc 

It may, at the outset, be pointed out that, according to the pro- 
gramme contemplated, nationalisation of all the bus transport sei vices 
m Guntur District was to have been completed by October, 1961 ; 
but, due to various legal impediments, it could commence only m 
August, 1961, and be oompleted in February, 1962 barring two mofus- 
sil routes and the town services 

The Corporation is at present running 275 buses as against 261 opera- 
ted by the private oprators m the entire District, prior to nationalisa- 
tion. Besides, the Corporation buses have larger seating capacity 
than private buses 

Late running and cancellation of services was due to — 

(a) the very bad condition of the roads m the district, resulting 
m the crew not being able to keep to the scheduled time for completing 
the trip, at times , 

(b) the breakage of springs due to the bad condition of the roads 
and the non-availablihty of springs in sufficient quantities owing to 
import restrictions etc ; 

(c) sudden absenteeism or late reporting for duty of the bus 
crews, notwithstanding the leave reserve of 38 Y/o provided , 

and the cumulative effect of a delayed trip is that the subsequent trips 
being also late and the last one or two trips being cancelled, if there 
were no traffic at all In May, 1962, the Corporation operated 18,235 
trips actually as against 19,499 scheduled, and of the trips actually 
operated, 17,532 were to ths scheduled timings thus 94<%of the scheduled 
trips have been operated actually and 93% of the scheduled trips 
operated punctually The Corporation has tightened up the procedure 
for dealing with unauthorised absenteeism and severe action is being 
taken against the absentees , and it hopes that this will result m better 
attendance This apart, the Corporation is evolving an incentive 
scheme for drivers and conductors piovidmg for suitable rewards for 
punctuality, efficiency, etc 

Notwithstanding the fact that at some places regular depots are 
not available and action is bemgtaken to acquire lands and to construct 
them> repairs needed to the vehicles are being done promptly, properly

and efficientlv ; but* on account of paucity of sprares, on occasions, 
some repairs may be held up, 

As to non-provision of si tellers and drinking water at bus stands, 
the Coporation does not own a single bus stand at present ; and the 
bus stands put up bv the Local Bodies concerned are used by the Cor- 
poration and a fee of Rs. 0/- per vehicle per month is paid. Under 
the existing arrangement, the Local Bodies are to provide sheds and 
other amenities to the passengers at the bus stands The Corporation 
is proposing to acquire sites for the construction of bus-stands of its 
own with all amemtites and also to construct way-side shelters enroute, 
at important places on the routes on a programme basis* None of 
these facilities were provided bv the private opeiators before 
Nationalisation. Is the Corporation has takca over the ma]or portion 
of the services only in Februaiy 1062 it mav not be possible for it to 
provide all these amenities, that have been lacking all these years 
immediately and that too when they are using stands belonging to 
local bodies and paying for such usage. 

In regard to dearth of drivers and non-recruitment of drivers and 
conductors, it may be stated that all the divers of the displaced private 
operators and all others who were medically fit and came up to the 
standards prescribed by the Corporation were recruited In fact each 
depot is provided with 33 1/3% more than the number of drivers and 
conductors actually required for the operation of the scheduled services. 

Hitherto,the Corporation has not been in a position to run extra 
services even when the traffic demanded, as each bus has a permit 
authorising its operation on a particular route; but, the difficulty has 
since been removed by obtaining circular permits for each bus and the 
Corporation would do all that is necessary to cater to the needs of the 
public. 

The Government are however aware of the existence of considerable 
entieism against the R T. C. services for its inefficiency. While this 
type of criticism is apt to be too sweeping and too general the Govern- 
ment and the Corporation are conscious of the scope for improvement 
to fpve still better services to the public. Recently our lion Chief 
Minister convened a conference of Road Transport Corporation and 
Government officers when I was also present, to discuss the working
